Scenic Bee 

It seems hard to believe that a 
country as popular with tourists as 
Norway can still have vast undis¬ 
covered areas of scenic beauty 
awaiting the vacationer. 

But it does, and the most amazing 
fact is that these practically unspoil¬ 
ed attractions are not off-the-beaten- 
path, but close by, within easy reach 
by bus or automobile. This is only 
one of many surprises Norway has 
in store for visitors. 

TELEMARK TURN 

Telemark, a beautiful province in 
southern Norway, is a case in point. 
From a map, one might guess that 
this is surely .where everyone goes, 
becase it lies between Oslo, the Vik¬ 
ing capital, and both Bergen and 
Stavanger, west coast ports and 
gateways to the fjords. 

Telemark is closer to the rest of 
Scandinavian than many of Nor¬ 
way’s better-known regions, and the 
map also shows mountains, glaciers, 


iuty Abounds in 

waterfalls, fjords, rivers, lakes and 
other features which should mark 
this as Norway in a nutshell. Even 
the name rings a bell, but you know 
it from skiing, because this is the 
birthplace of the Telemark turn and 
the modern sport. 

Twisting mountain passes have 
kept the pace too slow for the mod¬ 
ern motorist or bus rider, and from 
November to May the passes are 
closed by snow altogether. Trains 
don’t touch much of Telemark, and 
while planes certainly fly over, they 
can’t provide a close look at its at¬ 
tractions, which include a rich folk¬ 
lore in a setting of centuries-old 
farms and stave churches. 

SIX TUNNELS 

The Norwegians have found the 
solution in an old philososphy with 
modern overtones: “If the mountain 
won’t come to Mahomet, cut a tun¬ 
nel through it.” They have, in fact, 
cut six tunnels which bypass some

scenic but obstructive roads, reduce 
driving time considerably and pro¬ 
vide a weather-protected, all-year 
motor route between Oslo and Ber¬ 
gen. Now one can explore Tele¬ 
mark in varied tours of three days 
or more and without foregoing the 
other popular sights the tourist 
wants to see. 

Norway promises new surprises 
in other directions, too. Facilities 
in North Norway have improved 
further, particularly for viewing the 
Midnight Sun. The new Ronvik- 
fjell Restaurant, for example, a pop¬ 
ular vantage point, adds a touch of 
elegante to the Arctic. More of 
the dual purpose student hotels have 
been added in Norway, these are 
university residences during the 
school year and top-standard hotels 
in summer. They are conveniently 
located, and rates are reasonable.

Walking Shoes 
A 'Must' For 
Visitors to Oslo 

While Oslo is the smallest of the 
Scandinavian capitals, it is among 
the most interesting for the vaca¬ 
tioner. 

Like a country girl, Oslo relies 
upon her natural beauty — and for 
many it is the loveliest. 

Through its 900-odd years of his¬ 
tory, the city has been ravaged by 
fire many times. As a result it pre¬ 
sents a picture of a unique mixture 
of different styles of architecture. 

For all its historic sights and an¬ 
tiquities, the city is usually remem¬ 
bered for its beautiful and striking 
location. Tree-covered mountains 
rise majestically on three sides, 
while to the south is the 60-mile 
Oslofjord, dotted with numerous is¬ 
lands. 

Oslo is a walking city. A com¬ 
fortable pair of walking shoes is a 
must if you are to enjoy the many 
sights, not only in the city itself, 
but in the nearby mountains. 

Sights and attractions to take in 
include the Royal Palace, situated 
on a sloping hill in a park at the 
end of Karl Johansgate. It was 
named for Napoleon’s marshal who 
became Sweden’s king by request 
and built the palace. Though Nor¬ 
way is independent, the Royal Pal¬ 
ace is a symbol of the country’s 
democratic monarchy. 

Then there is the Munch Muse¬ 
um, containing the many paintings 
of Edward Munch, the great Norwe¬ 
gian artist, the Viking ships, a re¬ 
markable collection of the Viking 
Age, and the Kon-Tiki Museum, 
which houses the balsa raft which 
carried Thor Heyerdahl and five 
others the 5,000 miles from Peru 
to Polynesia in 1947. 

One of the big attractions for 
many is Frogner Park. Situated on 
the western outskirts of the city, 
it is really an outdoor gallery for 
the works of Gustav Vigeland — a 
talented, moody and strange sculp¬ 
tor. 

The city of Oslo gave Vigeland 
carte blanche. He was provided 
with a studio, assistants and work¬ 
men and given a huge park in which 
to display his work. 

The results are absolutely amaz¬ 
ing. Vigeland attempted to depict 
in bronze and stone the full cycle 
of human life. Hundreds of nude 
figures were sculptored, some beau¬ 
tiful, some grotesque. Since the park 
was opened, controversy has raged 
around the figures.

ANNUAL SHAREHOLDERS MEETING 

The annual general meeting was held in the Viking Room of 
the Scandinavian Centre, February 18 at 8:00 p.m. with a small at¬ 
tendance of 55 people The meeting was called to order by president 
Paul Karvonen and the directors were introduced — W. G. Halldorson, 
E. Halberg, H. Haugen, P. Johnson, C. Lindquist, L. Petersson, E. Salo 
Mrs. R. Sivertsen, K. Sorenson, S. Sorenson and G. Thorvaldson. Audi¬ 
tor W. Broen was also at the head table. 

The following is a brief summary of the meeting: 

0 The minutes of last year’s annual meeting were read by 
W. G. Halldorson. 

0 President Karvonen read the reports of the directors which 
were all favourable, particularly the charter flights. 

0 Director Harvey Haugen gave additional information on the 
Cultural Committee by announcing the nature film “Land of the Chicka¬ 
dee” to be held at the Centre, March 15th at 8:00 p.m., and expressed 
his committee’s desire to build a library at the Centre, have a per¬ 
manent art and crafts display in the foyer and many more ideas. 

The Folk Festival from the city of Red Deer have invited the 
Scandinavians to hold their annual picnic in Red Deer on June 30th. 

0 Sig Sorenson reported on charter flights. The Centre’s first 
charter flight was June 22, 1962 and the last flight was Sept. 7, 1968 
— a total of 25 flights with 2,056 passengers. Out of this the Scandina¬ 
vian Centre received a profit of $30,326., the Scandinavian News re¬ 
ceived $3,155. and the share sales were $37,155. In 1968 the flights 
carried 358 people with a profit of $8,231.61 for the Centre and in 1969 
the flights will carry 488 passengers. The importance of the flights 
to our organization was stressed. 

0 The auditor’s report was read by W. K. Broen, chartered 
accountant. 

0 New business — $10,000. is available for expansion of the 
Centre. Interest was shown in the addition of a good smorgasbord 
restaurant and cocktail lounge. A motion was made to have the board 
of directors look seriously into an expansion program. One shareholder 
felt the Centre was not unique from other halls as there is no art, crafts 
or artifacts from the Scandinavian countries. 

0 Tom Nielsen, Scandinavian Centre manager, reported the 
Viking Room is booked every Friday and Saturday night for 1969 (ex¬ 
cept for cancellations), but bookings throughout the remainder of the 
week are not too heavy. A new safe is being purchased after the re¬ 
cent break-ins. 

0 Another kitchen was requested for downstairs as there is 
only one kitchen downstairs to serve 2 rooms.

WEDDINGS OF INTEREST

7th Installment 


In the “good old days” weddings 
ere just quiet affairs held in the 
lines. Some were so unique though, 
lat I feel they merit being men- 
oned in our histories. 

The principals of the first two 
arriages I shall write about are 
iginally pioneering residents of 
zar. Now, through the second gen- 
ation, they have established con- 
actions with the Amisk Vikings. 

On April 1, 1907, Mr. and Mrs. 
laine Ettinger of Washington 
oped on horseback. It was mid- 
ight when they stopped to rest 
leir horses at Daisy, Washington, 
ere a Justice of the Peace perform- 
1 the nuptials, and this official 
id an excellent job in tying the 
lot, for they had a very happy 
id successful life together. They 
loved to their homestead in Czar 
i 1912. 


Mr. and Mrs. Harry Coffey also 
F Czar, were married on horse- 
ick. These excerpts are taken from 
ie W.I. book entitled “The Lan- 
m Years.” 

Everyone who enjoys Scandina- 
an music knows Sakariass (Fred) 
ikariasson who hails from Chris- 
ansen, Norway. His accordion and 
ie toe-tapping music he executes 
as lightened the heart and feet of 
■any enthusiastic dancers from 
landinavia. The Swedish Hambo — 
anta och Jag (My Girl and I), and 
ie Norwegian Round dances are a 
ust in his repertoire, and when he 
ves out with his rendition of Lor- 
igsvalsen (The Saturday Night 
/altz) or Brudevalsen (The Bride’s 
Valtz), all toes are tapping. 

Fred has related that he and his 
dfe, the former Alberta Grondahl 
f Amisk also eloped. Alberta was 
new Norwegian immigrant and 
'red did his courting between 
iwns via a Ford tractor. With this 
ime vehicle, he stole away one day 
nth Alberta perched happily on 
ne fender for the long, bumpy 
de to Wainwright. They were 
larried at early evening in a small 
hurch and their wedding supper 
onsisted of a restaurant meal with 
n ice-cream cone for dessert. All 
■ent well till someone reported see- 
ig an unlicensed tractor being used 
s a luxury vehicle on the highway, 
nagine the frustration of the new 
ride when two days later she open- 
d her door to find that the visitor 
'as a member of the R.C.M.P.! 
fnable to speak much English, and 


totally unfamiliar with Canadian 
customs, she could only surmise 
that she must explain that the rea¬ 
son for their Wainwright trip was 
to be married. Upon understanding 
this, the representative of the law 
very politely closed his little black 
book and didn’t come back again. 

Mr. and Mrs. Hans Lunde for¬ 
merly of Amisk are also from Nor¬ 
way. Hans came to Forsyth, Mon¬ 
tana in 1900, and she to South 
Hart, North Dakota in 1906. They 
were married in Billings, Montana, 
December 23, 1908 and moved to 
their homestead south of Amisk in 
1912. Today, after sixty years of 
marriage, Mrs. Lunde with a twinkle 
in her big, blue eyes will be quick 
to tell you that their first wedding 
was so quiet and uneventful that it 
too, could easily pass an an elope¬ 
ment. 


On November 23, 1968, over 200 
friends and relatives gathered to 
celebrate the Lunde’s 60th wedding 
anniversary. All eight children were 
present. Eva (Mrs. Alfred Delaney), 
Edmonton; Mary (Mrs. Adolph 
Wallsten), Edmonton; Peggy (Mrs. 
Bill Penman), Cooking Lake; Bert, 
Vancouver; Harry, Edmonton; Ed¬ 
win, Amisk; Doris (Mrs. Neale 
Charlton), Czar and Leona (Mrs. 
Berghoedt) of Swift Current, Sas¬ 
katchewan. 

Mr. and Mrs. Lunde received 
framed plaques from Ex-Premier 
Manning, Lt. Gov. Grant MacEwan 
and the County of Strathcona, a 
letter from Mayor Ivor Dent and 
telegrams from Prime Minister Tru¬ 
deau, Duncan Black and Mrs. Helga 
Lunde, a sister-in-law in Montana. 
A bouquet of Chrysanthemums were 
received from Mrs. Lunde’s sister 
Clara and family in Iedsvold, Nor¬ 
way. 

There are twenty-four grandchil¬ 
dren and twenty-one great-grand¬ 
children, many of which provided 
the entertainment that followed the 
smorgasbord supper. A Norwegian 
song entitled Barndom’s Dagger 
(Childhood Days) was beautifully 
rendered by the three eldest daugh¬ 
ters, Eva, Mary, and Peggy. For an 
encore Daa jeg var Liten (When I 
was Little). 

This family and all descendants 
are very musical. As a grand finale, 
the eight children assisted by son- 
in-law Bill Penman sang the beau¬ 
tiful hymn “How Great Thou Art”. 

Many old time neighbors were 


present at this gathering and it 
stirred the memories of these 
pioneers. Therefore, we were also 
entertained with many colorful tales 
of the past. 

One old timer is describing the 
terrible winter of 1906-1907 said 
he had to sleep with his cap on 
his head to keep his ears warm. 
One morning he awakened to find 
an ear frozen. This was due to 
the fact he said, that while he was 
sleeping, the cap had been im¬ 
bedded solidly on to the sheet of 
ice on the wall. 

We also heard that it was an 
arduous task for ordained ministers 
to make their calls when spirital 
guidance was needed. It was often 
necessary to drive many miles with 
horses on a cold day. Meetings 
were held in small homes or even 
dug-outs — Harry Cross was one 
of the brave men who performed 
these duties. Being a bachelor, he 
lived and taught Sunday School in 
a dug-out across from the Peterson 
homestead three miles west of 
Amisk. Progress of this school was 
hindered somewhat when a farmer’s 
cow came along and chewed up his 
Bible. Tragic as it was at the time, 
this episode could well have been 
the nucleas of our district’s common 
expression “Holy Cow!”

Lunde, they mentioned conditions 
were almost unbearable at times, 
but like the other pioneers, they 
bravely persevered. 


ears and a prayer!” Thunder and 
lightning also frightened these new 
arrivals, and during these storms, 
the women would gather all the 
children and huddle under the kit¬ 
chen table for protection. 

Mr. Lunde spent much of the 
time way from home by working 
on the railroad, and would often 
walk seventy miles to visit his fam¬ 
ily, then on arriving at home he 
would make the long drive into 
town with oxen to get the mail and 
other provisions for his family. It 
was difficult to drive these animals 
down the steep coulee hills so it 
was often better to unhitch the 
beasts and guide the wagons down 
by hand. “We didn’t care much for 
these trips”, said Hans, so a pair 
of broncos were purchased at $175. 
each. As he was a greenhorn with 
horses, Mr. Lunde’s first experience 
with them was a run-away. It took 
him a full day to retireve the horses, 
and all that could be salvaged from 
the load of groceries were two pails 
of lard. 

Beef, pork or mutton were rarely 
on the menu, but rabbits were plen¬ 
tiful. “I became quite proficient at 
popping off a bunny with my .22”, 
mused Mrs. Lunde. 

Hard times seemed to be the rule 
for these pioneers. During the height 
of the depression and the drought 
years of ’30’s, Mrs. Lunde canned 
wild raspberries and saskatoons to 
supplement the diet for their grow¬ 
ing family. This necessitated making

In 1912, when the family moved 
to Canada, the circle consisted of 
the three eldest girls, Eva, Mary and 
Peggy, Mrs. Lunde’s mother, Mrs. 
Paulson and her sister Anna. This 
entire aggregation made their first 
home in Canada in a box-car ih 
Castor, Alberta, and lived quite 
comfortably there until Mr. Lunde 
found land to his liking in the East- 
ervale district south of Amisk. 

In two three-decker mule drawn 
wagons they loaded their chattels 
and passengers — Peggy was only 
a wee babe in a cot made from 
orange crates. On reaching the Rib- 
stone Creek they found it frozen 
over, but with a pole Hans was able 
to break the ice for the mules, and 
then all prayed that the wagons 
with their precious cargo would 
float. Mrs. Lunde described it as 
a horrifying experience to see only 
the ears of the mules exposed — 
she relates the ordeal now by say¬ 
ing, “We made it by a hair, four 


long drives into the river hills with 
a horse and buggy, plus fighting the 
heat and mosquitos all day long. 

The Lunde’s are now retired, and 
living in South Cooking Lake where 
they maintain a small fruit farm, In 
1968, they spent six weeks visiting 
relatives in Norway, and it was the 
first time Mrs. Lunde had seen 
her sister Clara in sixty-two years. 

Since romance is the theme of 
all these stories, it seems fitting 
that I should report about two in- 
j teresting marriages that took place 
in 1968.

A letter from Mrs. Rosa Benedikt- 
son, of Red Deer, who has been 
on a visit with her son and family 
in Australia as follows: — 

“Our trip from Calgary to Mel¬ 
bourne was excellent, and went as 
scheduled. We stayed one night in 
San Francisco — where Stephan 
joined us after a detour to Denver 
and Tulsa. We spent five days in 
Hawaii and with one brief stop in 
the Fiji Islands, for re-fuelling, we 
arrived in Melbourne on Sept. 18th. 

It has been an interesting experi¬ 
ence to see how the folks “Down 
Under” live. To me, this city has 
a distinctive English air about it, 
of the Victorian era. Of course, 
there are some hi-risers, but they 
are in the minority. It appears to 
have been a land of opportunity for 
many, judging by the mansions 
which they erected in the late 1800 
and early 1900’s here in the Toorak 
area. Surrounded by huge cypress, 
gums or oaks and lovely flower gar¬ 
dens and high clipped hedges or 
garden walls. 

Australia must have a bright fu¬ 
ture ahead of it, what with the 
minerals, oil and gas discoveries, if 
they are managed for the good of 
the whole nation. A peaceful coun¬ 
try, free of riots, but with problems 
akin to ours. 

We are all fine now. Audrey had 
to spend a month in hospital, and 
the baby was in there for three 
weeks, but everything turned out 
leal well and they have a lovely 
little boy, Paul David by name. 
Audrey is fine and has recovered 
100 per cent. 

I am sitting the back yard. It is 
a sunny day to-day, but I don’t be¬ 
lieve the temp, was over 70°, which 
is cool for mid-summer, in Austra¬ 
lia Actually we have not had much 
hot weather, excepting for a few 
days. Last Wednesday it was 102° 
and blew from the north, and that 
blast from the equator was like from 
a giant furnace. Actually, Mel¬ 
bourne has a very changeable clim¬ 
ate, being influenced by sea-breezes 
from the Antarctic. I had a letter 
from a friend to-day who is in 
New South Wales, and she said it 
was 115° last week. That’s a little 
bit much for us to take! When I 
tell the Aussies that you are having 
40° below they just don’t see how 
anyone could live in that climate. 
They don’t know how tough we 
are, do they?

Book Review 


THE FOURTH NIGHT WATCH 
by Johan Falkberget. — Translated 
from the Norwegian “Den fjerde 
nattevakt” by Ronald G. Popper- 
well. A volume in the Nordic Trans¬ 
lation Series, sponsored by the Cul¬ 
tural Commission of the Govern¬ 
ments of Denmark, Finland, Ice¬ 
land, Norway and Sweden. — In¬ 
troduction, by Ronald C. Popper- 
well, sketches the life and literary 
work of Johan Falkberget (1879- 
1967), one of Norway’s finest writ¬ 
ers, with a discussion of The Fourth 
Night Watch. (Bibliography) — The 
setting of this novel is a mining 
town in the Norwegian mountains at 
the start of the 19th century. Against 
this background, Falkberget un¬ 
folds the story of three principal 
characters: Sigismund, the ambi¬ 
tious and deeply religious minister 
who is led through the agony and 
self-knowledge of the fourth night 
watch; the beautiful and spirited but 
unfortunate Gunhild, left in the end 
to face her trial alone; and the 
blacksmith Ol-Kanelesa, who has 
long since come to terms with life, 
sinking back into the folk for his 
salvation.

New Film on Scandinavia 


The new film on Scandinavia, 
“The Many Moods of Scandinavia”, 
had its premier on January 22, 1969, 
in New York. 

The dizzy delights of pesapallo is 
only one of many foreign intrigues 
Scandinavian style which have been 
captured in the new film sponsored 
by the Scandinavian National Travel 
Offices and Scandinavian Airlines 
System, Inc. 

Pesapallo, for the unitiated, is 
Finnish baseball: the catcher is the 
pitcher, first base is at third, sec¬ 
ond base at first, and, well . . . 
you have to see it yourself.

the hospitable people of Denmark, 
Finland, Norway and Sweden will 
indulge him. On the ageless North 
Cape Arctic shores, in the fun-filled 
year round cities, besides a thou¬ 
sand glinting lakes, the spirited 
Scandinavians focus their lives and 
talents on bringing sweetness and 
light to the human condition . . . 
and, most especially in the Age of 
the Jet, to the human tourist. 

Beginning in 1000-year-old Berg¬ 
en, the film unwinds a sampling of 
Scandinavia and Scandinavians in 
all their color and complexity. Some 
of the samples: 

The power and majesty of the 
Norwegian fjords where small white 
fishing villages nestle at the base 
of ■ soaring sea-cut mountains; the 
brilliantly clad northern Lapps, no 
longer outcasts of the family of man, 
now within a few airhours of the 
capital cities; 700-year-old wooden 
churches — as old as Notre Dame, 
but originally built on spots where 
the vikings used to honor now bare¬ 


ly remembered heathen gods. 

From Norway, the film rolls to 
the primeval beauty of Finland’s 
birch forestland of 60,000 lakes, to 
Helsinki sunsets, the White City’s 
new pulsating nightlife and the twin 
Finnish joys — almost mysitcal — of 
sauna and sisu. 

The film ponders the lucid grace 
of Stockholm — its incomparable 
site, its crisp and modern buildings. 
Film narrator, John Savage, who 
also produced the film, attempts 
(happily half-heartedly) to explode 
the world myth of Swedish woman¬ 
hood; then proceeds to the now 
prosperous rolling Smaland country¬ 
side from which a million immi¬ 
grants followed the American dream 
one hundred years ago and to which 
descendants of those immigrants re¬ 
turn by thousands to find pieces of 
their past. 

No trip to Scandinavia — even on 
film — is complete without a well- 
rounded serving of Danish fun, food 
and fairytales. “Many Moods” 
obliges with lavish night scenes of 
Copenhagen twinkling with Tivoli 
and the unbashed charm of a city 
that knows how to create gaiety; 
with walks down cobbled village 
streets past toy-like houses; and 
with a glimpse of international 
friendship inaction at a Rebild 
Fourth of July, biggest in the world 
outside U.S.A.

Variety, flexibility and relevance 
are three words to describe the 
activities at Augustana Lutheran 
Church this Lenten Season.
